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DETAILED ACTION 

This Action is in response to the communication filed on 6/25/2007. 

The amendment filed 6/25/2007 is acknowledged and has been entered. 

Claims 1, 44-67 are currently pending in the application and are addressed herein. 

Claim 1 has been withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected Invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 1 1/29/2005. 

The amendment filed 6/25/2007 introduces new limitations into the elected invention that 
were not previously present and which have not been examined on the merits. Specifically, the 
amendment has added a number of different species of sphingosine kinases (see claims 64 and 
66), polynucleotide sequences (see claims 65 and 67) and disorders which are treated by gene 
therapy method (see claim 57). Since these new embodiments represent patentably distinct 
species, as indicated below, and since the new embodiments have not been examined on the 
merits, election of a single species of each sphingosine kinase, polynucleotide and disorder is 
appropriate, as indicated below. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
disorders which are prevented or treated by administering a polynucleotide encoding sphingosine 
kinase (see claim 57): 
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congestive heart failure, 
myocardial ischemia, 
ischemia/reperfusion injury, 
peripheral arterial disease. 

The species are independent or distinct because claims to the different species recite the 
mutually exclusive characteristics of such species. In addition, these species are not obvious 
variants of each other based on the current record. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 57-63, 66 and 67 are generic.

To preserve a right to 
petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and specifically 
point out supposed errors in the election of species requirement, the election shall be treated as 
an election without traverse. Traversal must be presented at the time of election in order to be 
considered timely. Failure to timely traverse the requirement will result in the loss of right to 
petition under 37 CFR 1.144. If claims are added after the election, applicant must indicate 
which of these claims are readable on the elected species. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the species unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may 
be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other species. 
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Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of an 
allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141.
